The assassins had loitered about, waiting an hour for his geturn from unveiling a memorial to

The assassins fled several hundred 
yards before their capture, with 
police and civilians pursuing afoot 
and in motors. In the course of the 
running fight two of the policemen 
and a chauffeur were wounded, The 
men were finally overpowered after 
a hard struggle, the police arme 
only with truncheons, showing great 
bravery in tackling men with for- 
midable army guns. The crowd clos- 
ed in on them and would have beaten 
them e-verely or killed them but fo 
the protection afforded by the police 
They were then taken to a nearb. 
polic etation, and later removed to 
Scotland Yard,
